It gives me great pleasure to present to you the 
Annual Financial Report of the Town of Freeport for 
the fiscal year ending January 10, 1956. 


The past year was one of financial success as un- 
expended balances increased our net operating surplus 
by over $18,000.00. Tax collections were slightly above 
the average of the past few years with 90.3% col- 
lected when the books closed. These two factors place 
us in a very stable financial position. 


In an effort to give you adequate time to study this 
report before the annual meeting, it was agreed with 
the printer that we would have everything to them 
by February 1. Since the auditor was delayed in com- 
mencing his work, his report is not included in this 
annual report. However, when it becomes available a 
supplement will be made covering the audit report. 
This will be done before the town meeting. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Board of 
Selectmen for their cooperation, to the citizens for 
their understanding of the municipal problems, and to 
the department heads and employees for their efforts 
in making the past year a success.

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LOOKING AHEAD 


The year 1956 will not have the road construction 
that we had in 1955 mainly because we will be spend- 
ing no State-Aid funds. It is planned to hold our 1956 
State-Aid funds until perhaps 1957 when they can be 
combined with that years’ appropriation and used to- 
ward reconstruction of bridges. We shall again have 
Town Road Improvement funds available and that wil! 
result in most of our road construction. 


Several roads and streets need to be tarred and a 
definite program must be established in handling this. 
Our major tar job this year will be the Upper Mast 
Landing Road which was resurfaced in 1955. 

An equipment reserve plan has been prepared and 
will be presented to you at Town Meeting for your 
approval. The plan is to reappropriate the unexpended 
funds of the excise tax which this year amounts to 
- $5,469.82 to an Equipment Reserve Fund to be used 
for the purchase of Highway and Fire equipment. ‘lhe 
reason for doing this is twofold. First no direct appro- 
priation is needed as this is simply funds not used. 
Therefore, it does not affect the coming year’s tax 
rate. Secondly, by building up a reserve this way it is 
definitely being earmarked for one particular purpose 
so that when a new piece of equipment is needed in the 
future the funds, or a large portion of them, will be 
available and there will be no undue hardship on the 
taxpayer in any one particular year. 


With this same idea in mind $500.00 has been recom- 
mended as a reserve for the South Freeport Wharf. 
The general condition of the wharf is such that in a 
very few years a large sum of money will have to be 
expended on it. It is felt that it would be best to begin 
preparing for this now. 

Your budget committee has recommended that 
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$1,000.00 be appropriated for the care and upkeep of 
Winslow Park. This money would be expended by the 
Board of Selectmen under the more direct supervision 
of a Park Commission. It is felt that by establishing 
this Commission there could be more definite iong 
range plans established, in a few years in the Park 
being self-supporting. 


The total budget excluding school expenditures but 
including payments on school buildings totals $112,- 
295.40 which is $5,717.00 less than last year’s appro- 
priations. A thorough survey was made of all depart- 
ments and accounts. The general viewpoint was to pro- 
ceed on as economical a level as possible and at the 
same time to maintain services as high as past years. 
We feel it can be done with the appropriations recom- 
mended. 


LOOKING BACK 


Perhaps the greatest developments during fiscal 
1955 for the Town of Freeport occurred in the various 
highway accounts. After authorization at the annual 
town meeting a dump truck was purchased. The pay- 
ments for this extend into 1956 and are divided equally 
between the Snow and Common Roads accounts. Also 
the Board of Selectmen voted to obtain a grader on 
a rental basis. Previously in renting a grader the town 
had been paying approximately $2,100.00 which in- 
cluded the cost of the operator but there were no other 
returns. On the rental basis we are now operating un- 
der $1,750.00 of the $1,942.15 paid for rental will be 
applied towards the purchase price if and when the 
town votes to purchase it. 


A tarco salt preader was also purchased. It un- 
doubtedly will pay for itself in just one year of oper-

ation in its saving of salt. It not only spreads the salt 
evenly but avoids any undue amounts being dropped 
from the body of the truck at stops and turns. 


The purchase of gasoline for town equipment was 
obtained on a bid basis. In the half year that it Has 
been in effect there has been a net saving of $111.41. 
Over an entire year this can easily result in a sa¥Ving 
of $200.00 


In actual highway work the following were tarred: 
Summer, West, Royal and Park Streets; Dennison, Oak 
and Guptal Avenues; Snake Hill; and portions of the 
Wolfs Neck Road and the Old County Road. 


State-Aid Construction consisting of 2600 feet on 
the Wardtown Road was completed and tarred. Now 
the entire length is maintained by the State. 


Approximately 1.65 miles of road were reconstructed 
from the Town Road Improvement Fund. This incliided 
complete reconstruction of the Upper Mast Landing 
Road and portions of the Hunter Road and the Old 
County Road. 


A total of $5,679.68 was spent for salt as compared 
to $5,818.69 expended in 1954. Being able to operate 
a full year with the spreader and with ¢areful dis- 
bursement this figure should be cut still more. 


A reduction of $399.37 in expenditures of Town ‘Poor 
and Aid to Dependent Children was made. However, 
the Town Poor Account continued to be overdrawn. 
No increase in appropriation is requested for this ac- 
count however, because one case which the town has 
taken care of for many years has no settlement and 
is therefore the financial responsibility of the State. 
This alone was our most expensive single case last 
year costing $1,749.24. As a whole the town has spent 
approximately $6,000.00 on the case during the past 
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seven years which the State should have been paying. 
An effort will be made in the next Legislature to- be 
reimbursed for these expenditures. However, perhaps 
the greatest saving will come from future years. Since 
there are seven in the family group it is safe to assume 
that several thousand dollars will be expended on them 
in the years to come. 


During the past year the town purchased an addi- 
tional mobile unit for the fire department. The De- 
partment now has a base station plus three mobile 
units and two walkie-talkies representing a total in- 
vestment of approximately $3,200.00. Of this figure 
$1,500.00, or nearly half of the investment, was spon- 
sored and paid for by the Department itself. ‘his 
plainly reflects the spirit generated in the Department 
and shows why we have one of the outstanding volun- 
teer Departments in the State. 


A total of $1,529.48 was received from the sale of 
tax acquired property involving thirteen parcels of 
land. In several of these cases the original owner re- 
purchased the property by paying the outstanding 
taxes and interest. 


The Trust Funds of the town were reinvested to 
obtain higher interest rates. The average interest rate 
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had been 214% while now it will be approximately 4%.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
FREEPORT — 1955 


During the past year the public health nurse has 
been able to continue services to families needing help 
in solving health problems, because of a group of citi- 
zens who are interested in the health activities of their 
community. 


Home visiting is still the basic function of the pub- 
lic health nurse. She visits families in their homes tuo 
help them plan for maintaining good health, to assist 
them in solving their health problems and to make 
known available resources for meeting their needs. 
During the year your public health nurse has given 
health supervision to five expectant mothers, 13 in- 
fants and 20 preschool children. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held this 
summer with an attendance of 79. Last year five con- 
ferences were held with an attendance off 63. This 
marked increase in attendance is partly due to the 
survey of the town which was done by the Child 
Health Conference Committee in the spring. Parents 
of preschool children were interviewed by members of 
this committee to find out if their children were un- 
der regular medical supervision, and if not, to encour- 
age their attendance at the Child Health Conferences. 


Twenty children were vaccinated at the Child Health 
Conference and 39 were immunized against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus. The public health nurse 
participated in this program by assisting the physi- 
cian and having interviews with the parents to dis- 
cuss the physician’s recommendations. 


The school health program is the same as it was 
last year. Ralph Williams, M.D., school physician, has

examined 57 pupils in the first grade. Only about one- 
sixth of the children starting school this fall had had 
a physical examination. Does this indicate a need for 
more Child Health Conferences, if families are not 
taking their children to their family physician for 
regular medical care? Is this something the Health 
Council can be studying this winter? 


After the first of the year Dr. Williams is planning 
to continue the examinations in the third, fifth and 
seventh grades. Parents are invited to attend these 
physical examinations, so that the physician may dis- 
cuss with the parents his findings. Parent participa- 
tion is an important part of the school health pro- 
gram, especially in the lower grades. The public health 
nurse participates in this program by being present 
so that she may discuss with the parents any recom- 
mendations the school physician may make. 


Last June the pupils in the first and second grades 
were given the opportunity to be immunized against 
poliomyelitis. One hundred and two received two in- 
oculations of polio vaccine. 


Ten nurse-teacher conferences were held to discuss 
health problems. Your public health nurse is availa- 
ble to assist the school personnel with any health 
problems that may arise in school. 
ble to assist the school personnel with any health 


In March 1955, the Cumberland County Tubercu- 
losis and Health Association discontinued its nursing 
service. The Division of Public Health Nursing as- 
sumed the responsibility for providing service to all 
the tuberculosis patients. Regular visits have been 
made to these patients and to those Suspected of hav- 
ing tuberculosis to assist them in carrying out the 
recommendations made by their physicians. The most 
effective means of finding new cases of tuberculosis 
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is through careful examination of persons in contact 
with known cases. Assistance has been given in ar- 
ranging for tuberculin testing, x-raying and examin- 
ing of contacts. 


Health programs carry with them great significance 
for education for all concerned. Physicians, dentists, 
public health nurses and teachers need to be contin- 
ually aware of this function and their obligation to 
derive from the health services their fullest educational 
value for the children and community. 


Your public health nurse wishes to express her ap- 
preciation to all individuals who have assisted with 
the Public Health Nursing Program.

School Population and Housing 


Substantiated by statistics appearing elsewhere in 
this report we now have 825 pupils enrolled in our 
schools. The new three-room George C. Soule School 
at South Freeport which was occupied on December 
1, 1955 has made it possible to discontinue the use of 
the old building and to house the pupils in grades five 
and six from that area in the extra room provided 
py the change. This latter change has temporarily 
eased the crowded conditions in the Morse Street 
School. The enrollment in the village schools is rapidly 
reaching the stage where three classrooms will be 
necessary for each grade. That calls for a total of 
twenty-four classrooms for the eight grades, with 
only nineteen rooms, including two rooms in the high 
school building, now available. Considering the in- 
creasing high school enrollment it is reasonable to 
assume that the rooms now used for grade eight in the 
latter building will soon be needed for high school 
classes. This means that a minimum of seven addi- 
tional rooms must be provided in the not too distant 
future. 


The first grade class to be enrolled in September, 
1956, should be smaller than usual because of a new 
law passed at the last session of the legislature which 
requires all pupils who enter grade one to have 
reached their sixth birthday on or before October 15 
of the year of entrance. 


Repairs 
The following major repairs were accomplished dur- 
ing the past year: 


High School 
Two sides of building reshingled. 


Entire exterior of school building and gymnasium 
painted. 
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One large room partitioned to make two class- 
rooms. 
Three rooms completely refurbished. 
Ceiling in one room repaired and refinished. 
New electric service installed. 
Grove Street School 
Major plumbing changes in toilet rooms. 
Lighting program extended to two more rooms. 
Two windows installed in the back room. 
New shelves and cupboards installed in two rooms. 
Morse Street School 
A new supply closet built. 


In addition to the above, numerous repairs to plumb- 
ing, heating, and electric installations, as well as 
minor carpentry, were completed. 


Proposed Budget 


A revised budget form has been introduced for the 
new year. This change is recommended so that our 
school accounting will comply with accepted state 
practice. The budget is divided into two major classi- 
fications, namely, School Maintenance, and Repairs, 
Replacements, and Fixed Charges. School Mainten- 
ance includes all items which are subsidized by the 
state. The other classification includes all items fi- 
nanced entirely by the town. 


Although the total anticipated expenditure is only 
slightly in excess of $3,600 more than the budget of 
last year the appropriation is about $7,700 more. ‘his 
is necessary since the state subsidy will be some $3,000 
less and the unexpended balance carried forward is 
somewhat smaller. 

There is an increase in the budget for instruction 
caused by the employment of more teachers and a 
slightly revised salary schedule for all teachers. 
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Many items show a reduction over the amount ex- 
pended last year. This has been recommended by the 
committee in a sincere effort to keep expenses at a 
minimum.
